The police force 
was not used to enforce caste 
separation but to uphold the In- 
dian law banning it. 

Prime Minister Nehru, 
tellectual-aristocrat, regards the 
caste system and unwillingness 
completely to abandon its restric- 
tions as one of the most evil 
things in India. In ordering the 
violence to be stamped out, he 
said: 

“This (violence) 
How can we progress if we are 
so primitive and foolish.” 

It is a question being asked in 
many areas of the world as peo- 
ples, long subject to discrimina- 
tion and inequality before the 
law in education and economic op- 
portuity, stand to demand an end 
to such conditions.

At the bottom were the 
Sudras, the serfs and servants. 

But below these were the cast- 
less ones—the untouchables. 


And in them all were many di- | 
untouch- | 


visions of castes and 
ables. Each had its rules. 


Long before caste was abolished 
many Indians, Brahmans and oth- 
ers began to oppose it. It was 
Gandhi, The Great Soul, who 
brought an end to it. He began 
calling the untouchables “Hari- 
jans,”’ which means “God’s chil- 
dren.” 

In most of India today, espe- 
cially in the cities, the restric: 
tions of caste are ended. The un- 
touchables are in the temples, in 
the schools, and move freely in 
all phases of public life. 

It is somehow ironic that the 
caste system dies hardest in the 
south of India . . . where the 
riots now are being put down. 

But whatever we may think, 
we should not fail to understand 
all these stories, from whatever 
part of our troubled world, are 
on one string.

Nation Is F acing 
A Grave Crisis - 


President Eisenhower has issued a 
proclamation ordering the people of Little 
Rock to cease interference with Federal 
court directives on school integration. 

On Monday a mob of about 1,000 per- 
sons prevented school attendance by eight 
Negro children. The mob was described 
as “frenzied.” The fight was bloody. Many 
persons were injured. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower has sought to 
lead the nation along a moderate, middle- 
of-the-road path. He is a good and kindly 
man. Under his oath to uphold the Con- 
stitution, which millions of Americans 
saw on their telévision screens last Janu- 
ary, the President had no choice but to 
take the action he did. 

The proclamation clears the way for 
use of troops if requested by those charged 
with upholding the law—the mayor and 
the police. No troops have been ordered 
into Little Rock. But they will be avail- 
able if needed to uphold the law. 

This is the gravest hour in the na- 
tion’s domestic affairs which this gener- 
ation has known. Our country and its in- 
tegrity under the law must come first. If 
law and order are not superior to lawless- 
ness and defiance then anarchy replaces 
government, 

3ut every American of sensitive heart 
and mind will pray that order may be re- 
stored and maintained without resort to 
troops. 

Not since 1914 when Woodrow Wilson 
issued such a proclamation, and found it 
necessary to send troops into an Arkansas 
mine dispute, has such a document been 
issued. 

There is yet time for reason and law 
to prevail in Little Rock. The President 
earnestly hopes troops will not be needed. 
But he also wishes the people to under- 
stand that law must be supreme. 

We join millions of Americans in the 
prayer that the available troops never will 
be needed in Arkansas—or any other 
state.

Etowah Mounds Yield 
Much Historical Data 


Progress in excavating the Etowah In- 
dian Mounds at Cartersville is most grati- 
fying. They are yielding a wealth of in- 
formation for’ archeologists and histori- 
ans and are slated to become a topflight 
tourist attraction. 

The Georgia Historical Commission 
deserves much credit for its continued in- 
terest in the mounds. This led to similar 
interest on the part of the state in their 
development. Although work has been 
going on intermittently since 1925, only 
in the past few years has the task of 
excavating and restoring them been 
undertaken in earnest. 

History of the mounds themselves is 
still. much of a mystery. In fact, there 
is evidence they were not built at one 
time but perhaps through centuries. Suc- 
cessive layers have yielded information 
about several cultures and agivilizations 
which existed in prehistoric times. 

The work should be carried on. Al- 
ready it has produced enough material to 
justify its cost. And interest shown by 
tourists indicates it will become one of the 
state's most popular historical sites.

The governor of Georgia has within his grasp a tool that 
responsible citizens hope he will never have to use. It was

him in 1956-when the State Legislature passed an act authorizing 
him to close the public schools of any city, county or independent 


school district by executive order. 


The significance of this authori- 
ty is much greater now than at 
the time of its inception. 

Should a Georgia school be or- 
dered to integrate students by a 
federal court it would be ineligible 
for state funds. Presumably the 
governor could then close the 
school. Upon the exercise of this 
authority each child of school age 
would become entitled to a grant 
fiom state and local funds to pay 
the cost of education in a private 
school. 

Another act of the Legislature 
gives proper officials the author- 
ity to lease school property to 
private persons and corporations 
for a term not exceeding five 
years for private educational pur- 
poses, 

Conceived in the shadow of pos- 
sible forced integration, the plan 
has yet to be tested. There are 
many good reasons-why we hope 
it never is. Besides meaning the 
destruction of our public school 
system which has made tremen- 
dous strides in recent years, it 
would most likely result in a sec- 
ond-class education for children 
of both races. Neither white nor 
colored should prefer this course. 


Yet extremists on both sides of 
the fence could bring it te pass.

They are these: What is the se- 
cret of Chancellor Adenauer’s unprecedented achievement, that of 
winning a popular and absolute parliamentary majority for the first 


time in German history? 

Why is there more cpposition 
to Adenauer in the nation than 
this vote suggests? 

What will the Social Demo- 
crats, the second largest party in 
Germany, have to do to become a 
strong, effective opposition party, 
to be able to challenge Dr. Aden- 
auer’s Christian Democratic 
Union at the polls and thus to se- 
cure the two-party system which 
has now tentatively been brought 
into being? 

The Adenauer Secret—Undouht- 
edly there are many ingredients 
in Adenauer’s political success. 
Germany's mounting prosperity 
together with high employment 
and good wages were great as- 
sets. The East Zone Communists 
helped unintentionally by urging 
the. members of the outlawed 
West German Communist Party 
to vote for the Social Democrats. 

But these are some of the in- 
gredients of the Adenauer vic- 
tory, not the secret itself. The se- 
cret is, I think, that Dr. Adenau- 
er has introduced something new 
in German politics, -something 
substantially American. In the 
Christian Democratic Union he 
has created a new, middle-road 
political party which though ba- 
sically conservative is limited to 
no single class and seeks to win a 
national consensus of voters as 
co Republican and Democratic 
parties in the United States. 

While most European political 
leaders seek to govern by a na- 
tional coalition of parties, Chan-

cellor Aderrauer created a single 
patty which showed it could com- 
mand a national coalition of vot- 
ers and that, it seems to me, is 
the largest secret of his success. 

The Adenauer Opposition — 
Even today Adenauer can by no 
means take the German voters 
for granted. A year ago his popu- 
larity was seriously on the wane 
and it seemed likely that he 
would be defeated. Many Ger- 
mans wanted a change for its 
own sake. They were concerned 
over his age. 

Then why wasn’t the opposition 
vote greater? I Helieve the main 
reason is that Erich Ollenhaver 
and the Social Democrats did not 
offer a set of alternative policies 
acceptable to the nation. 

What Nex?—Now after the 
election there remain only two 
major parties. That in itself is 
good. But the Social Democrats 
received only 32 per cent of the 
vote and many Germans feel that 
the SDP’s continued weakness 
means that the present healthy 
beginnings of a two-party system 
in Germany could deteriorate into 
a one-party system with all the 
dangers to democracy that could 
be involved. 

It looks to me as though the 
German voters want a bipartisan 
pro-Western foreign policy and 
that until the Social Democrats 
offer it, they face a hard road 
trying to unseat the Adenauer 
party.

Storm at President 


WASHINGTON—By his continued insistence 
on middle-of-the-road moderation in the Southern 
integration rebellion, President Eisenhower has 


got himself maneuvered into a position where he now is drawing the 
fire away from the Southern Democrats and to himself. This shift of 
the target, which was hard at first for Democratic leaders to grasp, 


opened the way for Northern Democrats to take the initiative. 


This they did in two quick ma- 
neuvers last week. They have 
been aided and abetted by at- 


tacks on the President by Negro 
leaders. 

Their first maneuver was the 
statement issued by 15 of the 24 
members of the Democratic Ad- 
visory Council, including former 
President Harry Truman and Ad- 
lai Stevenson. 

In this statement, issued after 
the meeting at Newport between 
ihe President and Gov. Orval 
Faubus of Arkansas, the Demo- 
cratic leaders declared the Pres- 
ident had “failed to use the pres- 
tige and power of his office to 
rally the moral force of the coun- 
try against defiance of law.’’ He 
had, the statement said further, 
“lost the opportunity to exert 
leadership in behalf of law 
and order.”’ 


The description of this inter- 
vention of Democratic Party 
leaders as being “funny, if it 
were not so tragic’ by James 
Hagerty, the President's press 
secretary, had a certain validity. 
For it was an important part of 
the Democratic Party, the Dixie 
contingency which speaks with so 
strong a voice in Congress, that 
was responsible for all of the mis- 


chief in the first place.

Now I know what I'll do with the next between-planes visitor 
who drops into Atlanta and would like to see some of our civic 
wonders, get lunch and get out of town in two hours. I'll take 
him a ham sandwich and a copy of “Questions and Answers 
About Rome and Floyd County.”’ 

Milton O. Fletcher, manager of the Rome and Floyd County 
Chamber of Commerce, sent along a copy with a report on the 
informational clinic which his outfit sponsored in the interest of 
enlightening the home folks last week. 

The clinic was a success, Mr. Fletcher said, and added slyly: 
“We are extremely proud that we can help lead Atlanta along the 
road to becoming a city.” 


The thing about the Floyd County mimeographed guide for 
local people who might be called up to answer questions for visitors 
is that it reads like a thriller in a couple of spots. The population 
of Rome (40,000) and its location, longitude and latitude wise, 
are facts that leave my mind almost the moment I read them. 
Nor will I be able to remember the location of the football stadium 
and Turkey Mountain recreation center. 


But I was completely charmed to hear the story about 
Georgia's Paul Revere. | | 
It seems that on May 2, 1863, Rome got the warning The 


Yankees are coming!” in pretty much the same fashion the citizens 
of Boston learned about the approach of the British nearly a 
hundred years earlier. 

A mail carrier named John H. Wisdom was the hero. Mr. 
Wisdom left. his home at Gadsden, Ala., that morning, cre sed the 
Coosa River and went several miles beyond, delivering his mail. 
That afternoon he returned to Gadsden to find that the Federals 
under Colonel Streight had been in the town and were heading tor 
Rome. The enemy had cut a hole in the bottom of the ferry hoat, 
which Mr. Wisdom was the proprietor, and had set it loose to 
drift down the Coosa. 

It was getting late and he must have been tired with all that 
jolting over country roads but Mr. Wisdom was undaunted. He 
turned his buggy around, whipped up his horse and set out to 
warn the citizens of Rome that the Yankees were heading their 
way. 

“By changing steeds he made the 67 miles a few minutes 
before midnight or a little less than eight hours and a half,”’ 
reports Mr. Fletcher. “Deducting an hour and a half for changes 
of horses and other delays, he negotiated the hilly, river-crossing 
journey in about seven hours, or at the rate of 9.6 per hour.” 

That speed may not make readers dizzy today but the whole 
feat is an interesting one—and new—to me. 


There are other facts about Rome which are equally interest- 
ing. For instance, its name was drawn out of a hat by the foun ling 
fathers. ‘(Alternate choices were Hamburg, Hillsboro, Pittsburg 
and Warsaw.) 

The town was founded in 1834. It has at least 10 good fishing 
spots. The clock in the town tower is the original one which was 
installed in 1871. Myrtle Cemetery, 100 years old and situated on 
“one of the most beautiful natural locations in the United States,” 
a knoll at the junction of the Oostanaula and Etowah Rivers, is the 
final resting place of Mrs. Woodrow Wilson. 

The filling station attendant, police or casual pedestrian who 
is hailed by. a tourist won’t be caught napping in Rome, if this 
is a sample of the kind of quiz they passed at the city’s informa- 
tional clinic. 

Any laggard resident who hasn’t boned up on his home town’s 
history and current attractions better not admit it. His only safe 
answer is: “I’m a stranger here myself.”

MAKE TESTS 


To determine whether the 
trouble is excess fat or flabbi- 
ness, make some telling tests. 

The tape measure test deter- 
mines the amount of excess fat 
on the abdomen. With a tape 
measure, encircle the abdomen 
at the level of greatest pro- 
tuberance as viewed from the 
side. The abdomen should meas- 
ure from one-half to two and a 
half inches less than the bust 
circumference. 

This. wide range is necessary 
because of the variation in body 
structure. The abdomen is the 
measurement which widens 
most with overweight. If the 
middie measurement exceeds 
the bust circumference, you 
have piled on too many pounds. 


LEAST RESISTANCE 

When the midsection widens, 
the waist takes the line of least 
resistance. Why? The oblique 
muscles which curve around the 
side front of the abdomen and 
flatten the front line also span 
the waist. When these muscles 
go soft and flabby, the waist 
widens too. 

The pinch test at the waist 
tells the story. How much fat 
can’ you pick up between the 
thumbs andforefingers at 
either side of the waist? A half- 
inch on either side is the 
streamlined limit.

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MARLIN FISHING LIKE ALL OTHER... YOU DO AND YOU DON’T

MAYAGUEZ, Puerto Rico—Paraphrasing the 
famous statement of an old mountaineer, I got 
more habits now than I can afford, but ever so 
often I find myself threatened 
by some brand of hunting or 
fishing with which I’m not too 
well acquainted, but which defi- 
nitely has intriguing possibili- 
ties. 

My first three days here were 
spent in a marlin tournament. 
That's a far ery from my cane 


western tip of Puerto Rico and the Dominican 
Republic. Here, tremendous oceanic rivers boil 
together from the equatorial currents, bringing in 
schools of fishes to make this one of the top big 
game fishing spots in the West Indies.
